What is the origin and aim of the 
Egyptian, rovoli! v. e hear semes of 
people ask. It is true that tho matter 
is insufiici.ently understood here and we 
shall endeavor to make it clear. The 
movement inav be said to he the as- 
.lertion of the J''gyptiaiis of theii- i iyht 
to have a voice in tho government of 
their own country. With . the ma- 
terial progress brought about by the 
introduction of machinery and the con- 
struction of important piiMii' works, 
there has been a inarlced moral [iro- 
grCKS. (!onstant intereoiirst; with Ku- 
ropeans could not fail to iniluence the 
minds of the Egy))tian5. more or less, 
and there gradually grew up a feeling 
that all was not as it shouKl be, aiul a 
considerable amount of grumbling and 
discontent inanifesleil itself, which, 
however, found no vent until after the 
fall , of Ismail Pasha.

The result of the great 
Syrian influx was that rapidly they oc 
ciipied all the subordinate ])o.Kts in the 
departments, and the ICgyjitians found 
themsolvps ousted from nearly all the 
positions of trust and importance in 
the country. Tliisstateof things went 
on for some time, and the natural re 
suits followed. The young Egyptians 
.-who found themselves debarred from 
advance in the service because they
